WASHINGTON, August 2—The state depart- 


ment replies to Li Hung Chang's suggestion that 
the ministers will be allowed to communicate if the 
powers arrest the advance on Pekin, by the declara- 
tion of this government not to enter any agreement 
regarding the disposition of the legations without 
first having free communication with Minister Con- 
ger. 


The responsibility for protection rests with the 


Chinese government. 
The power to deliver the 


ministers at Tien Tsin presupposes the power to 
protect and open communications. 


This is insisted upon. Free communication is 


demanded as an absolute right, not as a favor.

ATTEMPT TO KILL 


THE SHAH OF PERSIA 


Unknown Man Sprang Upon Him With Revolver in 


Paris Today. 
Would=Be Murderer Foiled 


Paris, August 2~An attempt on the 


life of the Shah of Persia, Muzaffer ed 
Din, was made this mornirfe, but lucky 
resulted in no harm. 


A man broke through the line V>f 


policemen as the shah was leaving his 
apartments and tried to mount the 
royal carriage step. He was seized 
and placed under arrest. 


The man! held a revolver in his hand, 


but as so'on as his intention was di- 
vined he was disarmed. 


At the station he expressed regret 


that he had not eucceeded in hie in- 
tentions and said: "This affair is be- 
tween me arid my conscience." 


The shah was seated in his carriage 


with the grand vizier beaide him, while 
General Parent was opposite. 


A man dressed as a laborer sprang 


up'on the step from between two auto- 
mobiles where he had been hidden. 


In one hanH he held a cane, which 


was raised as though about to strike, 
bift the movement was only intended 
to hide his real purpose, to shoot a re- 
volver with the other hand. 


The vizier struck the weapon from his 


hand and the officers overpowered him. 


A crowd of 500 witnessed the attempt. 
The man is believed to be an Italianl 


about 26, but he declines absolutely to 


give his name or nationality. 


Just before starting from the palace, 


the shah received a letter dated Italy, 
signed with an Italian name, but post- 
ed in Paris, announcing he would be 
assassinated today. 


The police believe the man had ac- 


complices. 


The would-be assassin is about 26 


years old, has> chestnut c'olored hair, 
large moustache and grey eyes. He is 
dressed in a blottee and wide trousers, 
the usual clothes of a carpenter. 


In his pocket was found 
an ugly 


knife and a handkerchief marked: 
"128h regiment infantry." 


When this was discovered the man 


said: "That will not aid you in your 
enquiries concerning my identity." 


Later in the day, to some officials of 


the household of the shah, who tried to 
interrogate him, the prisoner said: 
"Your master will do well to resign, 
otherwise we will kill hirm." 


An eye-witness of the attempted as- 


sassination says the courage of the 
shah was remarkable. He acted with 
perfect coolness and was among the 
first to- sieze his would-be murderer, 
l-olding him with both hands until the 
man was thrown to the grounH by the 
police.

In the earlier half of the nineteenth 


oeatury the practice of stealing bodies 
from the churchyards for the purpose 
of sale as subjects foi dissection, which' 
was known as "body snatching," waa 
for a time very rife.

Various plans were made to defeat 


the nefarious and sacrilegious proceed-, 
ings of the "body snatchers," or "resur- 
rectionists," as they were sometimes 
called, a -very common one being the 
erection of two or more small watch-, 
houses whose windows commanded 
the whole burying ground, and In' 
•which the friends of the deceased 
mounted guard for a number of nights 
after the funeral. 


A usual method of the grave robbers 


was to dig down to the head of tha 
coffin and bor» in it a large ronnd hole 
by means of a specially constructed 
center bit 
It was to counteract this 


maneuver that the two curious coffln- 
llke relics now lying on either side of 
the door of the ruined church of Aber- 
foyle, in Perthshire, were constructed.' 
They are solid masses of cast iron of 
enormous weight 


When an interment took place one of 


these massive slabs was lowered by 
suable derricks, tackles and chains 
on to the top of the coffin, the grave 
was filled in, and there it was left for 
some consideiaftle time. Later on the 
grave was opened and the iron armor 
plate was removed and laid asida 
ready for another funeral.

CHINA EXPOSED 


The letter from Dr. Morrison, the 


'famous correspondent o£ the London 
Times In Pekin, confirms the worst sus- 
' pictcms held regarding- China. It has all 
along- been, the opinion of those who 
have carefully followed the succession 
of events in China since the mouth of 
June, at least, that the Chinese govern- 
ment was waolly untrustworthy and 
•was partner In the crimes of the box- 
ers. At first it was clear from the Im- 
perfect information c'omiing' west that 


- the original intent of the Chinese gov- 
ernment was to side with the boxers 


^ in the hope of forcing the foreigner and 


•western enlightenment from the land. 
The permanency of the Manchu dyn- 
^asty seemed to demand that. The 1st- 
|ter of Dr. Morrison gives the best of 


• proof that the boxers were acceptable 


• to their country's government in the 
' begimnimg and that now the change of 
(ifsuce executed by that government, if 
!«uch really has taken place, is for no 
E 


ther purpose than to avoid the punish- 
ient the allies have demonstrated to 
hina that they can inflict. 
The foreign ministers were fiercely 


^besieged, in the British legation up to 
Wuly 18 andi the Chinese government 
\!w&a encouraging the commanders in 
((the attack by extravagant praise. As 
'Iwell, the government waa Issuing1 de- 
fcrees at the same time naming the 
leaders of the boxers as princes and 
Ubigh dignitaries, thus rewarding them 
ior their barbarous anti-foreign work, 
Suddenly the Chinese proposed an, arm- 
istice with the defenders of the be- 
Iteeiyed legations. This was on Julv 
US, and just at the time when Tien, Tsin 
{Well and the powers ware exhibiting 
**heir displeasure with China by means 
'ttf arms and warning communications 
<o Chinese envoys in the capitals. Un- 
•ftuestlonaWy these called a halt in the 
jteourse of the Chinese government. Its 
tnfemy was getting to the ears of the 
Jivorld, swift punishment seemed in- 
Iftvitable and tne change of front of 
•criminal caught red-handed was neces- 
jpary and was made. Then the attack 
pn the small legation band by the im- 
Jjerial army was for the time terminat- 
fed by an armistice arranged between 
assailants and defenders. It was then 
(that the government sent Us reply to 
ti Hung Chang that it was unwise to 
tomrder the ministers at that time and 
(equally unwise to send them to Tien 
Stein, It was then and not till then that 
the criminally double-faced Chinese 
government abandoned Its course of 
Shelling the envoys out of their shelter 
end butchering them ror the policy of 
bolding them as hostages to barter 
their lives for tetter *<vm* in settling 
[with the power* for Its barbarous en- 
trmitles.

lo all the world that there Is no truth 
Or senae of Justice or humanity 
in 


(China, and that in treating with the 
Chinese government national honor, is 
(lot to be presumed as a quantity known 
to that corrupt and uhiumetees dynast/ 


In the tax rate announced today we 


have a fulfillment of most of the state- 
ments made to the people last fall by 
E. S. Wilkinson before he was elected 
mayor. It will be remembered that Mr. 
Wilkinson had the courage to say that 
he could not see how a material, if any, 
reduction c'ould be made In the taxes, 
while others were promising to the 
voters a large anil attractive reduction. 
Mr. Wilkinson did not heaitate to say 
that it vas his judgment, from all his 
larg« experience in town, city and 
general business matters, there could 
not be a reduction in taxes unlless we 
cut down our most necessary expendi- 
tures, such as the school, pauper or 
other appropriations. We believed this 
at the time and asked the people to ac- 
cept this view of public affairs rather 
than the opposite view so persistently 
kept before the public. 


The tax rate, just announbed, is ex- 


actly the same as it was last year. We 
freely admit that it is none too low, 
but we must call attention to the fact 
that It is not by any means as higii 


as we have known it to be. However, 
the point to which we wish to call pub- 
lic attention is the fact that we have 
not been indulging in any extraordin- 
ary expenditures. Nothing is- included 
in the appropriations that could be dis- 
penteed with, unless we concluded to 
begin a policy of generally lowering the 
efficiency 'of our public institutions and 
reducing the amounts we have hereto- 
fore considered too little to meet the 
demands for public improvements and 
repairs. In fact none who have read 
the newspapers for the 
past few 


months can fail to know that our peo- 
ple in many sections of the city, almost 
every section', are calling for many 
needful improvements which it would 
be no waste of money to make. And 
yet the tax rate is not Tower, though it 
is no higher, than it was a, year ago. 
Recalling Mr. Wilkinsons statements, 
ntow when there is no heated campaign 
to warp judgments, we think the peo- 
ple will admit that Mr. Wilkinson was 
clear-sighted and well within, the truth 
when he talked to us from the public 
platform last fall. 


It is true that the appropriations are 


a little larger this year than they were 


j last year without a corresponding in- 


crease iri the tax rate. But we d'> not 
seek to make a point of this, for doing 
so woT?£d involve some 
djeuupftiont 


While the appropriations are larger 
ths valuation has increased and it may 
be taken for granted that the one 
comes near to balanlcing the tvther. 


Since we have said about all that the 


known facts at present warrant it 
might be well to stop, but we do not 
believe that we shall be arousing false 
hopes if we pfoceed a little further. As 
we have said, there are practicaJly no 
extraordinary expenditures included in 
the appropriation^ on whichthetaxrate 
is based, but that need not be taken to 
imply that none have been unavoidably 
incurred nor will be unavoidably in- 
curred. The unexpected is always hap- 
peninlg and it may be set down that at 
the end of the municipal year it will be 
found that the admtoistration has met 
unlooked-for calls to the amount of 
quite a number 'of thousands of dol- 
lars. Yet it is the well-founded opinion 
that these calls can! be met by money 
to be found in the tresury unappro- 
priated for any other purpose and with 
out, in the least, diverting funds from 
any imperative need. It will be quite 
gratifying to find this come true, and 
it will be particularly gratifying to 
find it come true if, at the same time, 
it will be found that we are treated to 
what we have not been treated to for 
years—an actual, though small, lower- 
ing of the city debt. 


We have no fault to find with this.

It Will Have a Noorecoll Fe*4v*«, 


and Bf«?w Breech Mechtmt*n». 


A new field gun for the army has 


been adopted by the bureau of ord- 
nance, and orders for 200 will be plac- 
ed within a short time, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York 
Sun. 
One hundred of this uuiaber will 


be given to ordnance, firms in the Unit- 
ed States, and the remainder will be 
manufactured at the government arse- 
nal at Watervliet. The new gun is the 
result of considerable experiment and 
Investigation and is really an Improved 
3.2 Inch, of which 84 are now in 
the service. It will have a nonrecoll 
feature and a new bi'eech mechanism, 
designed by John W. Stockett, drafts-; 
man of the ordnance bureau. Instead1 


of being 3.2 Inches it will be only, 
three inches and will fire a projectile | 
weighing 15 pounds. Wblle the gun' 
will have the nonrecoll feature, It Is to1 
be so constructed that the present' 
service carriages can be used. Speak-] 
ing of the new gun, General Buffing- 1 
ton said recently: 


"The ordnance department of the ar-! 


my has watched with interest the va-' 
rlous experiments made abroad and 
has conducted similar experiments at 
Its own proving grounds. As a result 
of these experiments it has determin- 
ed upon a gun and carriage for service 
which will have the nonrecoil feature, 
but the carriage can also be used Hke' 
the present service ones. These guns 
and carriages can be manufactured In 
this country and can be supplied to the' 
service much more rapidly than any 
purchased abroad and will have the!

Lord's day by licensed 
innholdera, common victuallers, drug- 
gists and newsdealers whose stores ar« 
open for the sale of newspapers every 
day In the week. 


Section 2. This act shall take effect 


upon its passage.

Dr. McFadden Declares he Was Mis- 


quoted Regarding Miss Birch 


A cablegram was received this morn-

McFadden, who said that he had not 
made the statements^whicii were at- 
tributed to him in the New York Tri- 
bune and various other New York pa- 
pars, and out of which somethime of a 
sensation had been made as a warnlnsr 
to others about to visit Paris.

tourist company on one of whose ex- 
cursions Miss Birch and her friends 
went to Paris. There he leairned that

been neglected, and although she has 
Of course been Inconvenienced at times 
through her inability to make some of 
her mln'ar wants known to her French 
nurses, the firm had investigated the 
case and. was confident that she was 
being given the best of care possible.

A Comparatively Healthy Month With 


Only One Contagious Disease 


The record of the board of health for 


the month of July, which is usually 
considered a mtefeth of lar^e infant 
mortality, shows that the number of 
deaths for the month just past is 
smaller by considerable than the rec- 
ord for July in 1899, although larser 
than for many other months. There 
were 34 deaths during1 the month as 
against 48 during' the same month of 
the preceding' year. Of this number 15 
were males and 19 females. The deaths 
of children under one year of age were 
16 In number, and under five there were 
20. The oth«r 14 were of persons be- 
trweeni 20 and 80 years of agre, with two 
over 80. 


The causes of death are distributed 


ovar a larg-e number of diseases, chol- 
era itafantum causing- the death of 10, 
a larg« proportion. 
There were four 


deaths from heart disease, and not over 
two deaths from any other one cause. 


During the month there -was onlv 


one case of •dooitasious disease reoorted, 
this being a mild case of typhoid fever. 
So far this year the city has been un- 
usually fire* from contagion of any sort.

Houg-hton & Co., beer, there being still 
various opinions as to whether the boy- 
cott was voted V/r not. 


As reported yesterday, the boycott 


waa proposed, because A. C. Houghton 
is a member of the Methodist church, 
whose new parsonage has a non-union 
foundation!. The secretary of the C. L. 
U. was in doubt yesterday as to 
whether the boycott was voted, or 
whether an amendment to refer the 
matter to the state branch of the 
American Federation of Labor was 
passed instead. 
This afternoon he 


stated, when asked if he had looked 
up the retfords, that he had been for- 
biddenl by officers of the C. L. U. to 
say anything in regard to the matter 
because too much had already been 
said. 


James Mulrooney, vice president of 


the Central Labor union and who in 
the absence of President White presided 
at the last meeting, said last evening 
that he was sure that the amendment 
had been passed, and that there was no 
boycott in force. If the records of the 
secretary showed otherwise, he said 
the records would be corrected at the 
next meeting, as the boycott was- not 
passed. 


The sentiment of the union men) in 


the city for the last two or three days 
as expressed on this question has been 
that it would be unwise to boycott a 
union beer for the reason assigned. If 
the matter is presented to the state 
branfeh of the American Federation of 
Labor, it -will be in the form \>f pre- 
senting the boycott resolutions as pre- 
sented to the C. L. U. by the brick- 
layers, for action. 


The carpenters' uni'on met last eve- 


ning-, but took no action on) the matter 
of the parsonage. The building trades- 
unions have already decided not to al- 
low any union men to work onl the 
building, according to the statements 
of members, and the work of building 
the parsonage will proceed with non- 
union! workmen, in all probability. 


It has been stated that some of the

AUTOMATIC OAR COUPLERS 


Changes on Local Railroads Resulting 


From New Law 


As mentioned yesterday, the interstate 
commerce law requiring the railroads 
of the country 
to have automatic 


brakes 
and couplers on all rolling 


stock went into effect yatea-day. The 
railroads inl this state were well pre- 
pared for the law. The Boston 
£ 


Maine road alone last year expended 
$114,925 for air brakes and automatic 
couplea-a, and all the other New Eng- 
land roads incurred heavy charges for 
this account. 


As It confronts the interstate com- 


missionl today, the Boston & Maine has 
substantially all of its 
freight cars 


equipped with automatic Couplers, and 
something over 60 per cent with air 
brakes; the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford has 72 per cent of Its cars 
fitted with air brakes, and nearly all 
with 'automatic couplers and the Bos- 
ton & Albany has equipped with auto- 
matic couplers all that the law re- 
quires and about 80 pr cenlt with air 
brakes 


According to the provisions of the 


safety appliance law it is not necessary 
that all cars in a freight train shall be 
equipped with air brakes, but that there 
shall be so equipped a sufficient num- 
ber 'of them to make it possible to con- 
trol the train 
from the locomotive 


without the aid of hand brakes 


A "sufficierit" number would depend 


largely upon the nature of the grades 
over which the trains run, so that the 
required number of safety-brake cars 
might range from 15 per cent to 50 pel- 
cent, 30 per cent being-, perhaps, a fair 
average, for New England. 


In order, however, that the average 


tralnl may be sure to have the neces- 
sary percentage of safety-brake cars', 
there has been a general agreement 
that each company should see to it 
that at least 60 per cent of its cars are 
so equipped. 


The law was first passed to g-o into 


effect some years ago, but there have 
been numerous continuances, until 
yesterday was finlaliy set as the limit 
of the last extension. 


The act t>f congress governing this 


matter has been substantially incor- 
porated as the law of Massachusetts, in 
chapter 362 of the acts 'of 1&95, which 
reads as follows: 


" Section 1. On and after the first 


day of January, inl the year 1898, no 
railroad corporation shall use in mtov- 
ing traffic between points in mis com- 
monwealth any locomotive wmch is n'ot 
equipped with a power driving wheel 
brake and appliance for operating the 
train brake system, or shall run any 
train in such traffic on and after said 
date that has not a sufficient num- 
ber V>f cars in it so equipped with power 
or train! brakes that the engineer on 
the locomotive drawing such train can 
control its speed without 
requiring 


brakemen to use the common, hand 
brake for that purpose; and when any 
such corporation shall have equipped a 
sufficient nlumber of its cars so as to 
comply with the provisions of this 
section it may lawfully refuse to re- 
receive from connecting lines of rail- 
road any cars used in such traffic which 
are not equipped sufficiently, in ac- 
cordance with this gectfort, with such 
p'ower or train brakes as will work and 
readily interchange with the brakes in 
use on Its own cars, as required by 
this act. 


"Section 2. On and after the date 


aforesaid no railroad corporation shall 
haul v>r permit to be hauled or used orJ 
its lines in moving traffic between 
points in this commonwealth any car 
which is not equipped with couplers 
coupling automatically 
impact and 


which can be untfoupled without the nte- 
cessity of men going between, the ends 
of the cars." 


Section 3 and 4 provide for the equip- 


ment of freight care with proper grab 
irons for th« uw of employee and for 
a standard height ot draw bars, both 
of which provisions ware complied with 
inl this state some time ago. 


Section 5 provides a penalty of $100 


for each violation of any provision of 
the act, but exempts trains composed 
'of four-wheel cars or locomotives haul- 
ing such trains. 


Section 7 provides that "any employe 


of such corporation -who may be injured 
by any locomotive, oar or train! in use 
contrary to the provisions of this act 
shall not be deemed thereby to have 
assumed the risk thereby occasioned, 
although continuing in the employment 
of such corporation after the unlawful 
use of suoh locomotive, car or train 
has been brought to his knowledge."

THE CUBAN TEACHERS. 


Impressions Created by the 


Young Women at Harvard. 


OHAPEfcONS NOW AT THE POKE, 


Aetloni of Teacher* Surprised Cam- 


bridge Matron*, Who "Were Forced 
to Explain ~ The Stately Cntmti 
Dunce—Interesting; Incidents ot the 
Young Ladle*' Viatt. 
New rules to govern the social In- 


tercourse of the Cuban women have 
been adopted. In Cubu girls are kept 
under strict cbaperonage. It Is not 
customary for tliem to walk alone with 
men, to go on excursions with them or 
to receive long calls from them. On 
reaching Cambridge, however, they 
seemed to conclude that there was 
perfect freedom and that they could do 
as the Americans. Some of them have 
gone even further than Americans 
would dream of going, says the Boston 
correspondent of the New York Times. 
The girls have received visits from 
early morning until late at night. They 
have even gone on evening strolls with 
men and on trips to Boston. 


This Is now at an end. The chaper- 


ons In the different houses where the 
girls stop have explained that in Amer- 
ica there are strict rules of social in- 
tercourse and that all Is not freedom. 
Evening walks with men are now pro- 
hibited, also morning calls from men 
and long visits at times. 
In every 


case a caller must send up his card, 
nnd the card is to be preserved by the 
girl's chaperon for reference if need- 
ed. Later on reception hours will be 
set apart. 


The first of the social events or en- 


tertainments which are to be given as 
a regular part of the six -wcteks' 
course ia Cambridge took place the 
other night when the Hemenway gym- 
nasium was thrown open for a dance. 
The spectacle presented was novel and 
beautiful. More than 500 teachers at- 
tended, the ladies attired In tasteful 
costumes appropriate for the occasion, 
but the men in the dress which they 
had worn at their classes during the 
day. The gymnaslnm was decorated 
simply with the American and Cuban 
flags, and the music \vas by a local 
orchestra, which, however, knew how 
to play Cuban music. 
The Cuban 


dances were much admired. 
They 


differ entirely from our dances, the 
couples moving about in a stately fash- 
ion, so stately, in fact, that they seem 
hardly to be moving at all. Mr. Mo- 
reira, a teacher from Havana, was 
floor director. The entire affair passed 
off delightfully. 


The young ladies from the Pearl of 


the Antilles have made a most delight- 
ful Impression upon every one. To be 
sure, of the 1,400 teachers who have 
come to Harvard perhaps 500 are men, 
but they do not count. Not that they 
are not gentlemen, and Intelligent gen- 
tlemen at that, but the women have 
focused attention upon themselves by 
Cheir loveliness and their gratitude for 
attentions showed them. Their charm- 
Ing locks, their innocence, their Igno- 
rance of our language and customs and 
the fact that never before in the entire 
history of Spanish civilization have 
Spanish speaking wom'en been seen 
alone in a foreign land are sufficient 
reasons for this centering of attention 
upon these daughters of Cuba. 


"No understand" is the only English 


which they know, or, rather, this waa 
BO when they landed; but, although 
their stay has been but a few days, 
they have already picked up enough of 
the vernacular to be able to ask direc- 
tions on the street and to make known 
their simplest wants. With Idioms, of 
course, they are totally unfamiliar. 
Likewise, the inexactness of our lan- 
guage puzzles them dreadfully. For 
Instance, the other day one was found 
on the street In Cambridge almost In 
tears because on the card with which 
she had been furnished the name of 
her street—Shepard—had been spelled 
"Shepherd." 
She was endeavoring to 


reconcile the difference, mournfully ex- 
claiming, 
in the 
characteristically 


sweet voice which they all possess and 
with the constantly rising inflection 
peculiar to them: "I've lost my home! 
I've lost my home! Shepherd! Shep- 
ard! I've lost my home! I've lost my 
home!" 


A gentleman who came up set her 


right, informing her that the varied 
spelling made no difference and that 
when she found a lamppost lettered 
"Shepard" it would mark her street. 
Then he walked with her In the direc- 
tion of the street. After a few steps, 
which had been takon at the American 
gait, the fair Spaniard exclaimed: "Mo 
BO tired! You walk so fast Me never 
walk at home." And, suiting the ac- 
tion to the word, she calmly sat down 
on the cui-bstone to rest. 


The delight which they expressed 


when t^ie Twentieth Century club re- 
cently Sent to each room a bouquet 
with the inscription "From the woften 
of America to their Cuban sisters" was 
reward enough for the givers. The 
Cubans admired the flowers, but their 
delight in them was hardly equaled by 
their eagerness to learn the English 
tiames. They are Intent upon the ob- 
ject of their visit, which is to learn our 
language, and it was not long before 
a bevy of them was heard reciting in 
unison, "Roses, lilies, geraniums and 
coreopsis." 


Ten or a dozen Radcliffe girls who 


have some knowledge of Spanish are 
performing duties of the chaperon. 
The chaperons are distributed as well 
as may be among the 100 homes where 
thprp are Cubans, and where there are 
no chaperons'the hostess performs as 
well as possible the duties of guidance 
and interpreting. The students are 
each provided with a numbered badge, 
and they arc known by these numbers.

of Lieutenant Bronough, 


Lieutenant Gillls and Ensign Hal- 
lighan. The log is an ordinary rotator, 
on whose shaft a carriage travels back 
and forth, completing an electric cir- 
cuit at every twentieth of a knot and 
registering on a dial placed on board 
ehlp. 


A battery of twelve dry cells will rua 


the log 15,000 miles. At ordinary speed 
150 feet of cable are required, and at 
24 knots 250 feet of cable are used. 
The Porter was run from 10 to 24 knot 
speed the other day, and the log 
worked perfectly. t One of the logs is 
now on board the'flagship New York.

MINING IH LUZON ISLAND 


Information as to the Laws Sent

by a Montana Expert.

Following are some extracts from a 


letter written by a former member 
of the First Montana volunteers, who 
remained In the Philippines and who 
Is a practical miner, says a Helena 
(Mon.) dispatch to the New York Sun: 


"At present there are In this city 


(Manila) about 200 ex-soldiers from 
western states In America, nearly all 
experienced miners, anxiously await- 
ing the necessary permission from mili- 
tary headquarters to rash Into the rich 
placer mining country which lies north 
and east of here, but which permission 
Is now withheld owing to the lack of 
definite information on the part of the 
government as to the exact Interpreta- 
tion of the mining laws governing 
these islands. These laws are now 
undergoing at Manila translation by 
several Spanish-American translators, 
whose task will, It is believed, be com- 
pleted shortly. It Is known, however, 
that the law permits prospecting for 
minerals anywhere. No license or oth- 
er formality is required to placer mine 
unless the output exceeds 2,000 tons 
a day and buildings for working are 
erected. 
Any, one is free to work 


placers anywhere at no expense save 
his own labor. Placer claims contain 
60,000 square Spanish yards, equiva- 
lent to about 950 feet long by 625 feet 
wide. Quartz claims are of the same 
dimensions. The apex of quartz veins 
may be followed into any other hind 
underground provided no wall Is 
broken. 


"The richest known deposits In Lu- 


zon are found about 75 miles north- 
east of here, where there Is abundant 
water for sluicing and hydraulic min- 
ing, sawmills, etc. This section is In- 
habited largely by Igorrotes, who are 
very friendly to Americans, but ex- 
tremely hostile toward the Filipinos 
and Spaniards, not infrequently killing 
them for slight offenses. 
Miners can 


live quite comfortably on food pur- 
chased from the Igorrotes at from 52 
to §4 a week. 


"There is absolutely no reason to 


doubt that the placer mines of Luzon 
and Mindanao islands as well as some 
parts of Oebu are among the richest in 
the world, easy of access and no hard- 
ships to be encountered in reaching 
them as soon as the military authori- 
ties permit miners to enter them. 
Quartz rainiag is absolutely undevelop- 
ed In Luzon, but very rich specimens 
secured near here or white quartz car- 
rying free milling have been brought 
in. The veins are not well denned, 
however, the tendency Inclining toward 
pockets, from one of which ore assay- 
ing $65,000 to the ton in gold and cop- 
per was secured. 


"The native women hereabout pan 


the alluvial sands with wooden bowls, 
frequently taking out from $3 to $5 a 
day gold. Philippine gold runs about 
$14 an ounce. Last week an Igorrote 
woman brought into Dagupan as a re- 
sult of six weeks' panning seven 
pounds of gold nuggets, and two ex- 
soldiers who mined in the same dis- 
trict for three months netted over $5,- 
000 in gold, using pans and sluice box- 
es, and would have done even better 
had not the .soldiers compelled them to 
leave. 


"The rivers are lined with banks of 


black sand (magnetic Iron), carrying 
fine gold. The gold is not flaky, but 
small, rough nuggets from the size of a 
pinbead to three or four ounces in 
weight Bedrock averages from 6 Inch- 
es to 20 feet, and the reason why no 
eystematic work has ever been done In 
these fields is because the Igorrotes 
drive out the Spaniards, while the 
Spanish government has never allowed 
the Chinese and Filipinos to pursue 
mining as a business; hence the whole 
field is new and wonderfully rich. 


"Lead ore is also abundant and runs 


from 12 to 60 per cent to the ton, but 
has never been mined to any great ex- 
tent Copper runs from 15 to 80 per 
cent. 
Little or no silver baa been 


found, although no systematic pros- 
pecting therefor has been done. Iron 
Is found in abundant quantities near 
Manila, but the production thereof is 
small from the fact that the Spanish 
government never encouraged mining. 
Angat yielding as high as 85 per cent 
if> mined In a primitive manner In this 
Island, as Is also a good grade of mar- 
ble, which Is found in laj-'-c quantities 
in Bataan province.

"The ex-California and Montmia sol- 


diers are unanimous in the belief that 
when opened up the mining fields of 
Luzon will be the most Inviting and re- 
munerative in the world, not excepting 
even Nome and the Klondike.'9

The main force of the Chinese empire 


is that of the "Bight Banners." It Is 
Manchurlan, commanded by

choo princes. It garrisons the great i 
cities. Nominally, it is 800,000 strong, ; 
but really it always numbers fewer 
than 200,000 and is generally under 
100,000, says the New York World. 


Besides the "Eight Banners" is the j 


Ylng Ping, or national army, or the 
"Green Flags." This army is compos- 
ed of provincial forces, each force un- 
der the command of the viceroy of the 
province. It is almost worthless. The 
great corps of this army is that which 
is facing the powers—the Tien-tsin 
army corps. It is nominally 100,000 
strong. In reality, it has about 35,000 
men.

TYPES OF CHINESE 6OLDIBRS. 


In an efficient state was that of Gen- 
eral Yuan Shi Eai, who had 7,400 
Bhangtung men. It is reported that 
this general promises to co-operate 
against Tuan. His troops were armed 
with Mausers and lances. But the ar- 
tillery of this elite force was in such 
condition that when, at the request of 
Lord Charles, it galloped over some 
rough ground the carriages fell to 
pieces. 


Another force near Peking Is that of 


General Tung Fu Chan, which consists 
of a mob of ruffians from Kanstih, a 
province in the northwest on the bor- 
ders of Tibet. There is no doubt as 
to the sympathies of these men. Two 
years ago-they manifested their dis- 
position by attacking and nearly kill- 
Ing two English railway engineers. 


Lord Charles counted 14 different 


kinds of arms in the hands of the Chi- 
nese troops, ranging from bows and 
arrows, old Tower muskets and Gin- 
gals through Enfields and Remingtons 
to Martini-Henrys and Mausers. A 
Gingal is a piece nine or ten feet long, 
which rests on the shoulders of two 
men nnd is fired by a third. 


A war with China does not, there- 


fore, present a serious military prob- 
lem, yet the slaughter will probably be 
terrible. What is chiefly to be dreaded 
are the consequences which may flow 
from It In the meantime the Isolated 
foreigner is in danger from the mob, 
half civilian ruffian and half military 
ruffian.

Peking is situated, is about 18,pOO,000. 


' CABLES IN PHILIPPINES. 


Captain Squire Tclli of the Work of 


Laying- Government Llnei. 


Oapta|n G. O. Squire, who has been 


employed by the United States govern- 
ment in laying cable lines in the Phil- 
ippines, Is now in New York at the 
Grand hotel. In speaking of the plans 
and methods to be followed by the 
government engineers in carrying out 
this great work he said to a New York 
tribune reporter the other night: 


"A large portion of the cable to be 


used In this undertaking Is to be re- 
carried from this port to the Philip- 
pines on board the United States cable 
ship BurnsWe, which was formerly 
employed by the government as a 
transj>ort. The BurnBlde is expected 
to sail on; Aug. 15 and will make the 
voyage by'waji-of the Suez canaL Al- 
though tbte cargo of cable is only a 
portion of what will eventually be 
need, I beUeVd 'Its cost amounts to as 
muchJas ¥240,000. t cannot say what 
the ultimate cost will be. 


"The purpose of the work is to con- 


nect the different islands of the Philip- 
pine archipelago BO that they all will 
be practically Joined into one. The cen- 
ter of communication will be Manila, 
which will be joined to the continent 
either directly or by way of Formosa. 
Not all of the islands, of course, arc to 
be incorporated In this system, sin 
many are 
of insignificant siao 
• 


eparsely populated. Only the more I 
portant members of the group v 
therefore be connected. 


"Some work has already been dor 


Those islands Which have thus bo< • 
joined with tho chief island of LUZM 
are Leyte and Cebu. Iloilo was for 
raerly connected with Luzon by tin 
Spaniards. 
The system when coin 


plet-5 wiil embrace not only these, but 
among others, the islands of Negro-- 
Bohal, Saruas and the great southern 
island of Mindanao. The land cormrc 
tions also involve a great amount of 
work. 
The government has perhop-- 


thus far accomplished more on land 
than in water. And it is tt> be remem- 
bered that the establishing of tele- 
graphic communications through the 
jungles and svramps of this territory 
Involves many difficulties unknown to 
the engineer at home In the United 
States. 


"The first necessity of such commu- 


nication is that of supplying informa- 
tion to the war department 
Accord- 


ingly the cost of ^the work Is being 
paid out of-the war fund. Under ex- 
isting conditions an Insurrection may 
break out in one island and nothing 
be known of it at headquarters in Ma- 
nila until the worst has happened. 
Again, the United States must herself 
own a line of direct communication 
•with the Philippines. The cable be- 
tween Manila and Hongkong, the one 
which Dewey cut, Is owned by English 
capitalists. 


"Underlying all the details of the 


plans of the government for cable con- 
pectlon on these islands is the scheme 
to make this system a grand terminus 
of a Pacific cable which will reach the 
American shore at San Francisco by 
•way of Guam and the Sandwich Is- 
lands. If we are to hold the Philip- 
pines, such a transatlantic cable Is an 
absolute necessity. This trunk cable 
would doubtless have its eastern ter- 
minus on the western shore of the Is- 
land of Luzon, opposite Manila and 
distant from it but a few miles, since 
the island is exceedingly narrow at 
that point"

The assessors this 
morning completed the totals iin their 
work of figuring the valuation of the 
city, and find the figures very near 
those of a year ago, so that, •with ap- 
proximately the same amount to be 
raised the tax rate remains the same. 


The total valuation for this year is 


$12,873,609, as compared with $12,568,000 
last vear. Last year an increase of 
about $3,000,000 was made over the val- 
uation of the year before on account of 
the requirement that the tax rate be 
brought down to the legal amount for 
cities. This yeaa- there were hardly any 
i'ndividua.l changes from 
last year's 


iiguies, the increase of about $300,000 
being due to new property and the an- 
nexation of Blackinton. 


The personal property, including resi- 


dant .bank shares, 
is 
$2,125,619, 
as 


against $2,123,070 last year. Buildings, 
without the land, are assessed this year 
at 
$6,088,240, a considerable increase 


over the amount last year, which was 
$5,764,730. 


On real estate, there are 9017% 
acres 


assessed this year, as against 
8,972 


last year. The total valuation of the 
real estate this year, however, is lower 
than last year, being $4654,650. Last 
year is* was $4,680,200. This indicates 
a slight reduction iri the value of real 
estate, which is accounted for by the 
fact that this year considerable valu- 
able property has passed 
into the. 


hands of the state, churches and other 
untaxable owners, while the addition 
in acreage comes from the annexation 
'of Blackiriton. 


The number of poll taxes- assessed 


this year is 5775, compared with 5314 
last year. This is^an increase of only 
about 460, instead 'of over 1000, which 
has been given as the increase in vari- 
ous papers, before the total was known.
